Chamber of Commerce Hears 


Mayor Revive Subject 


at Meeting 


With Mayor George H. Maxfield 


outlining the subject, members of 
the board of directors of Covina 
chamber of commerce and interest- 
ed citizens heard a discussion of Co- 
vina's ever-present and long-stand- 
ing problem, proposals for the dis- 
posal of city sewage, the meeting 
being held Tuesday noon at Long- 
worth's cafe. 


For years too many to compute, 


according to the mayor's statement, 
the city council has struggled with 
this vexing problem, and he felt 
that the cooperation of the chamber 
of commerce would be welcome in 
jxn attempt to bring about some so- 
lution. Possibility that the seweit 
outfall might eventually be conrA-''1 _, 
ed with the great V^ hite Point pr<j>- 
ject was only touched upon in }a 
minor way by the mayor, his time 
being devoted to a rehearsal of 
methods nearer home, and of a de- 
scription of the successful system 
now in operation for the city of El 
Monte. 


That the city is completely at a 


stalemate in this necessary improve- 
ment, but that the city is being pen- 
alized constantly because of inade- 
quate 
and 
dangerous 
cesspools, 


were points stressed. Covina city is 
in a pocket, so far as sewer dis- 
posal is concerned, with surround- 
ing territory several times successful 
in preventing the establishing of a 
plant in this immediate area. 


A disposal plant west of Baldwin 


Park in the San Gabriel river desert 
has also been prevented by well- 
owners in that region and in the 
vicinity of Whittier narrows. 
The 


city of West Covina stands ready at 
any time to repel any invasion of its 
territory or contiguous lands. 
So 


far, any attempt to establish a dis- 
posal plant within the city limits of 
Covina has met with determined op- 
position by the city's own residents. 


Mayor Maxfield is in the mood to 


say, as President Roosevelt said of 
the NRA—"the legislation has been 
killed, but the problem still re- 
mains." 


The mayor said that whatever 


might be done in the future must 
be done absolutely in the open, with 
every person in the valley fully 
acquainted with any and all pro- 
posals, and this would be his policy, 
he declared. President James G. 
Hodges of the chamber, who presid- 
ed at the meeting, said that he did 
not have authority to promise the 
furthering of this project, but that 
it was certain the chamber would 
authorize any cooperation that seem- 
ed necessary to bring the people of 
the city and valley to see the ser- 
ious position in which Covina city 
has been placed.

Worthy of Annual Presentation

Amateur theatricals, like all other avocational invasions 


into the fields of art, must be approached in the spirit that here 
is an attempt to better understand art itself, not something to 
be compared with professional production. The objective is not, 
or should not be, the making of stage celebrities, but for a better 
understanding of the difficulties of character depiction, nat- 
ural stage presence, and diction.

The amateur musician may never 


learn to perform with any apprecia- 
ble degree of excellence, but in the 
endeavor and in association with 
musical scores and instrumentation, 
knowledge comes of the vast diffi- 
culties to be overcome, and there- 
fore, when great artists of the musi- 
cal realm are heard, there is a 
knowledge on the part of trained 
auditors of the mastery of these 
difficulties that results in seeming 
ease and beauty. To participate in 
amateur theatrical productions is to 
learn how hard it is to perform well, 
and when professional work is 
thereafter seen, it brings satisfaction 
and appreciation. These are the rea- 
sons for amateur participation in the 
arts. They provide the background 
for an appreciation of the fine work 
of the professional.

"The Quest," an episodic retelling 


of the high points of the life, death 
and passion of Christ, as presented 
last Friday and Saturday nights in 
the Covina high school auditorium 
by the Little Theater group, was 
wholly amateur, as is the intention 
of the local organization, and was 
a Lenten effort, timely, and reveal- 
ing above all other phases, that no 
theme has ever transcended in dra- 
matic interest the story of this lowly 
man of Galilee, whose words and 
deeds 
became 
the 
inspirational 


foundation for 
brotherly love. 


Mrs. Myra Nye, scriptographer for 


this effort, and one of the best- 
known residents of this valley, spent 
her adult life as a metropolitan news 
writer, and possesses facility in ex- 
pression. 
Preparing her for the 


writing of such a script has been 
her church background, thru which 
she has been thoroughly filled with 
the atmospheric religious spirit. 


Miss Beulah Yeager, high sqhool 


dramatics teacher, provided the di- 
rective knowledge, without which 
amateur efforts are stilted; a grasp 
of the technique of stage action and 
diction, and of lighting effects and 
.Rfjifcerties. "Hoc-ability.was progres- 
sively evident as the many rehear- 
sals unfolded the story and action. 
The amount of physical energy she 
was obliged to expend, and the sac- 
rifice of her time, are things which 
an appreciative cast and the public 
most certainly will take into, con- 
sideration. 


THEME SUSTAINED 


Without any desire to speak well 


of an amateur production merely 
because it is the product of friends 
and neighbors, we can join in saying 
that most of us were very agreeably 
surprised at the excellence of this 
Lenten offering. The lines were giv- 
en with a sincerity that was gratify- 
ing. 
We must keep in mind that the 


vehicle itself is the most powerful 
of all—that of the life of Christ, the 
greatest story of all the ages, the 
mere mention of which brings - 


and his opportunities were well tak- 
en as the episodes unfolded. The 
part of his sweetheart, played by 
Mary Ben Kerckhoff, was one call- 
ing for extremes in characterization, 
and she met the test well. A sug- 
gestion that seems applicable would 
be the strengthening of her part, 
not only because she carries the es- 
sential theme as well as does the 
part of Milo, but because too much 
is required of the male lead. Her 
scene in which she is healed should 
be very widely amplified, bringing 
the whole action to a subordination 
for her, with upstage climax and 
spotlights. Such a suggestion is of- 
fered with the idea in mind of per- 
petuating annually a really fine ve- 
hicle. 


Characters of the three wise men, 


who open the play, were exception- 
ally good as played by all three 
Dean Fesler, Harold Harrington anc 
Edward Schamel. With these three 
and with Donald Neely, the best re- 
sults in diction were provided. To 
prevail upon amateurs to speak dis- 
tinctly and clearly seems to be the 
most difficult task. 


THE SHEPHERD SCENE 


The parts of Rachel and Amos, 


played by Grace Austin and Keith 
Nichols, were very satisfying, and 
here, too, more opportunity in the 
script seems desirable. Crassius, the 
Roman, played by Wilbur Tully, and 
Sarai, played by Mayme Reynolds, 
were well handled and convincing.

A break in the serious religious 


movement is well placed in the third 
episode, with Estelle Allee in the 
role of siren and with Elizabeth 
Cook and Evelyn King as her com- 
panions. In dramatic action Miss 
Allee gave the part very satisfying 
emphasis, making her work out- 
standing. The damping and general 
action of this scene could be ampli- 
fied and quickened. The girls, de- 
served more opportunity. 


Several of the principals appeared 


in double roles, giving sustaining 
action thruout the succeeding epi- 
sodes, and the incidental characters 
were authentic background to the 
movement of the theme. Better dra- 
matic effects can be obtained by not 
cutting the lights so abruptly at the 
end of episodes. Not enough time 
was given for the curtain climaxes. 
Music during the recital by the 
Voice From the Cross in the finale 
was too loud, and could be elimin- 
ated altogether.

It should be 
borne in strongly on Little Theater 
groups that the best is none too good 
—that nothing is to be gained in 
attempting to portray poor themes, 
even in the selection of farce and 
comedy. 


ANNUAL POSSIBILITIES 


A suggestion which might be of 


value is that "The Quest" be made 
an annual effort, distinctive for the 
local valley, and much more inclu- 
sive in its cast and personnel than 
in this first attempt. Reason why 
many did not participate who could 
have added to its effectiveness is 
that the idea did not have time to 
become well understood. This pag- 
eant-play could be developed over 
a period of years, with expectation 
on the part of churches and towns- 
people that it was to be an all- 
inclusive annual effort—choirs prac- 
ticing the principal choral numbers 
months in advance, ready to be con- 
solidated in rehearsals during the 
month preceding. There is no rea- 
son why two hundred trained sing- 
ers should not be the result. 


Properties could be acquired long 


in advance, and principals given op- 
portunity to thoroughly absorb, not 
only the action, but the atmosphere.

According to a friend of George 


Peden of Peden's Hardware, one of

Tax Sources 
Revealed in 
Expert Report 


Total taxes levied by the county, 


schools, and special districts of Los 
Angeles county were $71,042,742 in 
1936-37, as compared with a low 
point of $58,769,519 in 1934-35, it was 
pointed out in a study of taxes levied 
by California counties from 1932-33 
to 1936-37, recently completed by: 


California 
Taxpayers' 
association.'. 


These figures do not include taxes ' 
levied by cities, the association stat- . 
ed. 


Taxes for general county purposes 


during the five-year period reached 
their low of $24,422,303 in 1932-33, 
and had gone to $33,604,027 jn 1936- 
37, the association found. ' School 
taxes for current purposes reached 
their low of $16,521,831 in 1934-35, 
and 
were $24,183,996 in 1936-37. 


Special district taxes reached their 
low of $3,127,350 in 1934-35, and had 
gone to $3,627,026 in 1936-37. Taxes 
levied for general county bonds were 
$532,904 in 1932-33 and $504,325 in 
1936-37; for school bonds the levy 
was $9,122,672 and $9,123,368 in 1936- 
37. 


"Demands for tax reduction in 


1933 
and 1934, together with the 


changes in the tax system brought 
about by the Riley-Stewart consti- 
tutional amendments, the fact that 
the depression was still severe, and 
valuations 
were 
still decreasing, 


caused decreases in tax levies in 
most counties and districts," the as- 
sociation stated. "However, with the 
coming of 1935-36, the business of; 
tax 
levying received a powerful j 


stimulus from two sources. The bot- j 
torn of the depression seemed well j 
past and the urge of local govern- I 
ments to increase t' -»ir spending was j 
becoming 
insistent. 
In 
addition,' 


there was a great increase in local j 
assessed valuations, as a further re- 
sult of the Riley-Stewart amend- 
ment. Local officials enjoyed the 
first real break they had had in six 
years: they could increase the lax 
levy without increasing the tax rate. 
The tax levies of 1936 and 1937 show 
plainly the effect of this release of 
pressure. With few exceptions, the 
levies for general county purposes 
and current school purposes have 
risen sharply and school districts are 
rapidly increasing their tax demands

dational theme of the Christian religion. 


Remove the Cause, and 
Child Labor Will Cease— 


Emotional proponents of the child labor 


amendment to the national constitution are 
periodically shocked and amazed at the oppo- 
sition to this legislation, particularly as to 
the sources of this opposition. 


The Catholic church has successfully op- 


posed the child labor amendment in New 
York state, although Catholic leaders, both 
priests and laymen, are divided on the sub- 
ject—some for, some against. 


But, while the Catholics are now, as always, 


deeply concerned with the welfare of the 
poor, its leadership is realistic as well as re- 
ligious and spiritual. Perhaps no other or- 
ganization in the world is so completely and 
effectively in touch constantly with the lives 
and problems of the under-privileged. And 
they know that to deprive great hordes of 
people in the tenement and factory districts of 
the right to work will throw an insupportable 
burden on families that are never more than 
a few days away from hunger and loss of 
shelter. It is not that any responsible organi- 
zation in the world is opposed to emancipat- 
ing the child from industrial slavery, but that 
the foundations of our social welfare system 
have not yet been laid. 


Whenever we approach these great socio- 


logical questions emotionally, we fall into 
grave error. To the minds of many earnest, 
highly-educated, logical thinkers in this coun- 
try, the child labor amendment is being ad- 
vocated prematurely—that before it can be, 
or should be enacted, the people must provide 
a social security for every family, making it 
unnecessary for children to work. Prohibit- 
ing child slavery before the reason for it has 
been removed is putting the cart before the 
horse again, just as happens frequently in 
emotional reform movements. 


The force of the great church in defeating 


the ratification of the child labor amendment 
in the New York state legislature recently 
is clear and explainable, once the problem is 
confronted in its raw state, such a state as 
welfare workers see it in the congested areas. 
Prohibit these children from working? Who, 
then, is to supply the need for revenue neces- 
sary for the family group to exist? 


Welfare of the submerged and underpriv- 


ileged must first become a complete and 
mandatory obligation by law upon all the 
people before child labor, can or should be

PEST CONTROL PROBLEM 


Resume of Red Scale History in the Covina 


District and Some Suggestions For Its 


Attempted Control 


By R. N. HUTCHISON, 


Agricultural Inspector, Covina 


Editor's Note.—It must be borne in mind that this article is written for 


conditions in this district, and the writer does not want this to be con- 
strued to apply to any other district or section. 


In Covina district about ten years 


ago there was a generally-light in- 
festation of red scale in citrus or- 
chards. This has progressively in- 
creased each year, until at the pres- 
ent time most of the citrus acreage 
in this district is infested, and red 
scale is now one of the major prob- 
lems in pest control. 


Cool weather we have experienc- 


ed this winter has had some effect 
upon red scale population, although 
the total mortality for the winter 
may not be greater than for an aver- 
age winter. Winter mortality leaves 
the scale in stages in the spring that 
are most susceptible to fumigation 
control, making it advantageous for 
growers to apply fumigation in win- 
ter and spring months. 


In order to understand the prob- 


lems presented by red scale and its 
control, a resume of its life-history 
will be helpful. Prof. H. J. Quayle 
in the University of California ex- 
periment station bulletin No. 542, 
"Biology and Control of Citrus In- 
sects and Mites," published Novem- 
ber, 1932, states in part as follows: 


"LIFE HISTORY. The red scale 


does not deposit eggs, but gives 
birth to young. As many as 150 or 
more may be produced over a 
period of two months by a single 
female. Upon emerging from be- 
neath the female, the yellow, oval- 
shaped young crawl about actively 
for a period of from a few hours 
to a day or two, when they settle, 
and, in the case of the females, 
remain for the rest of their exis- 
tence. . . . The first moult occurs 
in from seven to twenty, and the 
second, in from twelve to twenty 
days more. 
There are thus three stages in 


development of female red scale: the 
first extending from emergence to 
the first molt; the second from the 
first to the second molt; and the 
third from the second molt to and 
including .maturity. .During the molts 
and the young-producing period, the 
insect and its covering are intimate- 
ly associated, so that the covering 
cannot be lifted without also lifting

pf the year must be applied between 
rains or in the spring because the 
nature of the soil makes it impos- 
sible to work when very wet. 


COMMENTS ON OIL SPRAYS 
Some types of oil sprays have as 


many drawbacks in red scale con- 
trol as summer fumigation. 
Oil 


sprays must remain on the tree and 
scale long enough to smother the 
insect. This may take several days, 
depending upon the stage of devel- 
opment. Newly emerged scales are 
killed immediately upon coming in- 
to contact with the oils, but the 
stages when the waxy covering is 
on them makes smothering neces- 
sary. With oil sprays the heavier

COMMENTS ON FUMIGATION 
SUMMER FUMIGATION. 
This 


quotation from Dr. Quayle's bulletin 
indicated that there is a time dur- 
ing the scale development when it 
is difficult to get a satisfacory kill 
with fumigation. The emergence of 
young over an extended 
period, 


makes every stage of development 
possible in summer months, thus 
complicating the control on account 
of the resistant stages found. Also 
with summer fumigation adult fe- 
males may give emergence to young 
after fumigation. This condition is 
called post-humus, and these nat- 
urally survive. With this explana- 
tion we can figure that when some 
stages of scale development are pre- 
valent in summer, the kill is in di- 
rect proportion to the number of 
stages found. 
Summer fumigation 


must be applied before irrigation 
when the ground is dry. This elim- 
inates chances of burn from damp- 
ness which so often follows fumiga- 
tion after irrigation.

Results of inspections show that 


heavy oil sprays control more scale 
than heavy medium oil sprays, and 
heavy medium oil sprays control 
better than medium oils. Medium 
oils control better than light medium 
oils, etc. We find also that nave' 
oranges should never be sprayec 
with anything heavier than a light- 
medium oil spray at two per cen 
for most emulsion and one and two- 
thirds for most emulsives on tank 
mix oils, because of possible water 
rots on the fruit. Lemons are no 
susceptible to water rot, and conse- 
quently we can use heavier oils to 
control insect pests. 


However, when you use a heavy 


oil (State Department of Agriculture 
classification) at a dosage of two per 
cent or over, you can get results 
but you can usually expect to get 
some sort of tree reaction. This may 
be loss of leaves, fruit, wood, or any 
combination, or make the fruit so 
oily that a loss of grade is sustained 
in the packinghouse. Oils applied 
at high temperatures may result in 
fruit burn, and this should be avoid- 
ed. 


COMBINATION TREATMENTS 
This group of treatments has prov- 


en over and over when carefully 
applied to be the ideal metlnod ol 
controlling red scale. _ In thji pas 
the "genera"! tendency has been to 
apply one treatment and try to ge 
along with that. On account of the 
serious damage done by red spider 
it has been the practice of some 
growers to apply summer oil spray- 
ing, and generally as heavy an oi" 
as is deemed advisable to attemp 
control of red scale. In these grove; 
when a single treatment, spray o: 
fumigation, in one year's time ha: 
not been sufficient to hold down in> 
1'estation, we recommend a combiri' 
ation treatment, a thorough sprayinj 
followed by fumigation in from fou 
to ten days. 


INFESTATION, MIGRATION 


Infestation in 1921, as reported t 


Harold J. Ryan, county agriculturi 


commissioner, on the sprayers and 
fumigators' reports, shows five or- 
chards treated for red scale, and 
were confined to lemons. At the 
present time almost every orange 
and lemon grove in this district has 
traces of red scale. The spread was 
ralher gradual until along about 
1931, when we began to see a de- 
cided spread into other groves, and 
it has been spreading and increasing 
in population ever since. 


It may be of interest to note 


changes in red scale infestation as 
written in monthly agricultural in- 
spector's reports to our office in Los 
Angeles. A few of these will be 
taken at random to show the point: 


In April, 1926: "Infestation spread- 
ng, probably heavier than last year;

ity was determined in all cases be- 
fore treatment, and extensive counts 
made as to the results following -the 
treatment. 


Average results of all the dif- 


ferent sprays in all of the groves 
ranged from 772.8 to 91.9 per cent, 
of the scales killed on the branches, 
and from 91.6 to 97.5 per cent of the 
scales killed on the fruit. Range in 
spray-fumigation results in the 'dif- 
ferent groves and at all intervals 
and dosages was from 98.86 to 100 
per cent of the scales killed on the 
fruit. Range in results in the two 
groves where fumigation alone was 
employed was, for a single fumiga- 
tion, from 97.18 to 100 per cent of 
the scales killed on the branches, 
and from 91.0 to 100 per cent on the 
fruit. Results of two fumigations 
ranged from 99.42 per cent to IOC 
per cent of the scales killed on the 
branches, and from 97.35 to 100 per 
cent on the fruit. Figures given for 
the spray-fumigation treatment, and 
also for the two fumigations, rep- 
resent high insecticidal efficiency. 


SOMETIMES MISLEADING 


A high percentage of efficiency 


may be misleading to the grower 
whose criterion of efficient treat- 
ment is a reasonably clean grove 
for at least one year. If there is a 
high population of the red scale to 
start with, 99 per cent control is 
scarcely sufficient. If 99 per cent 
control can be obtained, however, 
even severe infestations can be re- 
duced by repeated treatments. Once 
the population is low, satisfactory 
control can be maintained. In much 
of the citrus area spraying is neces- 
sary anyway for the red spider; 
hence the cost of the spray^fumiga- 
tion treatment should not be charge- 
able to the red scale alone, since it

ments before the season is over." 


November, 1936: "One of the hea- 


viest infestations of red scale is not- 
ed in our untreated orchards at the 
present time. The buildup has been 
:remendous. Some groves showing 
satisfactory conditions this summer 
when spray or fumigation was ap- 
plied now show an unsatisfactory 
condition. 
Unless climatic condi- 


ions check the scale we will go in- 
:o the winter months with a heavy 
infestation." 


Red scale has not built up to a 


leavy infestation, and as yet is not 
a serious pest in any grove where 
l.ho .winter temperatures—dfep, and 


practically completes the 
annual 


pest-control program for lemons." 


SPREAD BY WIND 


Treatments as have been applied 


are entirely inadequate to cope with 
the rapid spread or development of 
the scales. 
One of the principal 


means of spread is by wind. The 
University of California college of 
agriculture has found in its experi- 
ments that the crawlers of red scale 
have been carried 400 feet by wind 
currents. Other means of spread are 
by birds, man, fruit, fruit boxes, 
picking sacks, implements, etc. 


Probably, in order to eliminate 


the spreading of scales from these 
sources, growers and packing house 
associations should do all in their 
power 
to 
eliminate 
mechanical 


spread. 
To cope with the wind 


spreading scales, probably neighbor- 
hood growers should get together 


and all treat at approximately the 
same time. This should particularly 
apply to areas where red scale is a 
serious problem. 


Also we should use the heaviest 


dosage of fumigation or oil sprays 
that are practical upon the type o: 
fruit involved. Where a grower or 
several growers are hi some heavier 
red scale population areas, a thor- 
ough combination treatment is most 
practical. It has never failed to show 
excellent results in this district and 
is the only treatment so far that 
will continue to show a steady im- 
provement. 


COMMENTS 


Some of the things we have learn- 


ed are: 


(1) Light infestations can be suc- 


cessfully fumigated in the summer 
because the scale population is light, 
and with a 97 per cent or better 
control only a few insects survive, 
thereby giving a satisfactory condi- 
tion following treatments. 


(2) Medium infestations should be 


fumigated, as this has proven to be 
the most satisfactory single treat- 
ment. 


(3) 
Heavy infestations should 


have a combination treatment. 


(4) Navels should not have any- 


thing heavier than a light medium 
oil spray, on account of the water 
rot which follows prolonged periods 
of wet weather. 


(5) The heavier the oil spray us 


ed, or the longer the oil remains on 
the trees, the better is the control 
of red scale. 


(66) Winter or spring fumigation 


is invariably better than summer or 
fall fumigation.

where some orchard heating is nec- 
essary. This includes the district 
embracing the territory surrounding 
Covina, running west and south to 
Walnut wash. In most of the or- 
chards on mesas or ridges, and in 
warm or sheltered locations we find 
red scale serious. About 1927 or 
1928 growers began to have trouble 
controlling red scale in some orange 
groves along South Grand avenue, 
and the spray company which was 
looking after this property used as 
high a dosage as 3 per cent heavy 
medium 
(85 vis.) 
oil emulsion 


sprays, and the results were not 
always satisfactory. 


MILD WINTERS 


One thing is certain, and that is 


the last three winters have been so 
mild that red scale has developed 
thru the winters, even in some of 
the colder locations. And in the 
warmer areas we went into the 
spring (1936) with a very heavy in- 
festation. 
Nearly all the lemons 


were treated last spring (193G) or 
winter 
(1935-36)). 
Consequently, 


the buildup in them was not quite 
as rapid or as serious as in orange 
groves. As the spring and summer 
developed, we experienced a natur- 
al mortality which gave hopes to 
some that the ravages were checked, 
but it developed that this was only 
temporarily. As fall approached the 
adult female began to give birth to 
young, and we had a tremendous 
hatch of red scale. Mr. Woglum, 
entomologist of the California Fruit 
Growers' Exchange, says in part in 
his December circular: 


"Weather during the past month 


led to a tremendous hatch of red 
scale in all red scale areas. This, 
together with the continued buildup 
thruout the summer and fall, has 
resulted in a condition where there 
is need of a very large amount of 
control work on both oranges and 
lemons." 


It will be interesting here to in- 


sert the summary from the Univer- 
sity of California, College of Agri- 
culture, bulletin 583, published Aug- 
ust, 1934, titled "Spray Fumigation 
for Resistant Red Scale on Lemons," 
and written by H. J. Quayle and 
Walter 
Ebeling.

reads:

alis) of Australia and New Zealand,

Fifty years ago the comparatively- 


new citrus industry of southern 
California was so badly infested with 
the cottony cushion scale (Icerya 
purchasi), that horticultural author- 
ities agreed this region was unfit 
for the growth of oranges and lem- 
ons, and that the enterprise must be 
abandoned, according to Hugh Har- 
lan, supervisor of the Federal Writ- 
ers' project, WPA, which is compil- 
ing the Los Angeles County Guide. 


Most of the orchards here had 
ieen so devastated by the scale they 
ivere unproductive. (Many groves 
vere nothing but black stumps be- 
ause the trees had been burned in 
n effort to halt the disease, 
When it was learned that the 
ottony-looking scale had been in- 
roduced by trees othter than or- 
nge, imported from Australia, it 
was suggested a remedy might be 
ound there. It was further suggest- 
d that the scale, being a paras.ite, 
might have an enemy parasite that 
ed on it. The idea sounded "bug- 
;y," but it was the final hope. 
Accordingly, Albert Koebele was 
ent to Australia by the United 
.tates department of 
agriculture. 


There he learned that 'when a cer- 
tain specie of ladybug was releaesd 
n an orchard infested with the 
cale, they multiplied by billions, 
and, as if by magic, the scale dis- 
appeared. He obtained a few of the 
adybugs in Australia, a great rnany 
n New Zealand, and brought them 
back. From the moment of their in- 
roduction the scale vanished and 
he citrus industry, which has since 
)rought millions of dollars to south- 
ern California, was saved. 


Only seldom does one hear of the 


cottony cushion scale in Los Ange- 
es county or southern California. 


When it does re-appear, it is in a 


mild, sporadic way. Orchardists say 
there are always a sufficient number 
of ladybugs from "down under" 
langing around to handle the job,
